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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

HECKMONDWIKE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 

Once  more  the  statistics  show  little  change  from  the  previous  year, 
except  in  the  case  of  Infant  Mortality*  There  were  four  deaths  of 
infants  under  1 year  compared  with  2 in  each  of  the  two  previous  years. 

Of  these  4 were  due  to  causes  which,  theoretically  should  have  been 
preventable.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  that  the  population 
of  the  District  has  varied  very  little  in  the  last  30  years. 

The  causes  of  death  and  the  age  distribution  also  show  no 
significant  change  from  recent  years. 

An  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
the  number  of  cases  notified  being  equal  to  the  highest  previously 
recorded  (in  1953)*  The  age  distribution  was  similar  to  previous 
outbreaks,  the  majority  of  cases  occurring  in  children  between  2 and 
10  years  of  age.  There  were  no  fatal  cases.  The  number  of  Dysentery 
cases  was  small,  but  there  was  a rise  in  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  due 
to  a small  outbreak  which  is  recorded  in  the  report  on  Infectious 
Diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  of  inoculation  against  Poliomyelitis,  which  was 
introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1956  was  continued.  In 
Januaiy  the  Ministry  stated  that  family  doctors  were  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  take  part  in  the  scheme J parents  were  then  given 
the  choice  of  taking  their  children  to  the  family  doctor  or  to  the 
Local  Authority  Clinic.  The  first  batch  of  vaccine  was  not  received 
until  March  and  at  first  only  children  born  between  1947  and  1954 
had  been  eligible  for  inoculation,  but  in  May  the  Ministry  extended 
the  age  groups  to  children  bom  in  1955  and  1956.  During  the  year 
inoculations  were  completed  for  269  children. 

The  demand  by  expectant  mothers  for  confinement  in  hospital  or 
maternity  home  continues  to  be  heavy.  11%  of  all  births  occurred 
in  these  institutions. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  attendances  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  and  the  special  "Toddlers”  Clinic  continues  to  be 
popular. 

The  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Section  continues  in  importance 
and  while  much  time  is  spent  by  the  social  worker  in  supervising  the 
welfare  of  Mental  Defectives,  all  too  little  time  is  available  to 
provide  service  to  the  adult  mentally  sick. 

The  vrork  of  the  Sanitary  Services  is  shown  in  the  details  recorded 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  as  in  previous  years  considerable 
attention  has  been  paid  to  Rodent  Control.  The  Public  Health  Inspector 
is  also  Housing  Officer  and  much  of  his  time  is  taken  up  with  this  subject. 
Progress  in  Slum  Clearance  has  to  be  co-related  to  the  building  of  new 
houses,  the  number  of  which  was  just  over  half  of  the  previous  year. 

I am  again  indebted  to  Mr .J .Clark,  the  Council’s  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  compiling  the  sections  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Services, 
Housing  and  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  I have  also  to  thank  Miss 
K. Lister,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Divisional  Health  Office  for  her  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

These  visits,  with  one 
exception  which  concerned  bees  in  the  roof  space  of  a building,  were 
in  respect  of  infestations  by  earwigs.

Sewor  Infestation 


An  experimental  direct  poison  treatment  of  the  sewer  system  using 
sodium  fleuracetate  (1080)  was  concluded  in  May  with  a census  check. 

The  treatment  was  estimated  to  have  achieved  an  &9%  "kill*1,  with  little 
following  '‘build-up"  of  infestation  over  a period  of  six:  months. 

After  a lapse  of  a further  five  months,  that  is,  in  October,  a Warfarin 
treatment  of  the  severs  was  undertaken.  This  vas  applied  to  all  sections  of 
the  system  which  showed  infestation  in  a test  hait  done  in  March,  1956,  and 
which  included  all  manholes  found  to  be  infested  in  the  final  census  of  the 
sodium  fleuracetate  treatment.  Bait  bags  of  mutton  cloth  were  used  in  man- 
holes where  bait  had  previously  been  washed  away,  and  of  the  17  placed,  9 
were  used  successfully  by  the  rats.

The  sodium  fleuracetate  treatment  appears  to  have  reduced  the  number 
of  infested  manholes  to  the  lowest  yet.  Subsequent  test/ treatments  will  be 
carried  out  to  measure  the  efficiency  of  the  Warfarin  treatment. 

Smoke  Abatement 

Eight  observations,  each  of  thirty  minutes*  duration,  were  made  of 
factoiy  chimneys  in  the  District.  Wo  excessive  emission  of  black  smoke 
or  nuisance  was  noted.

Education 


During  the  Autumn,  a six  week’s  course  on  Food  Hygiene  was 
conducted  at  the  local  evening  institute.  The  course  was  arranged 
in  conjunction  with  the  Ashlar  and  Spen  Valley  Institute  for  Further 
Education,  and  the  classes  were  well  attended  - those  attending 
included  butchers,  bakers,  fish  friers,  canteen  assistants,  grocers, 
and  assistants  and  confectdonatBand  assistants. 

During  the  year  46  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Markets  at  which 
there  are  a number  of  food  stalls.  Market  traders  dealing  in  neat 
products  and  confectionery  have  provided  portable  covered  counter 
fronts  for  the  protection  of  food.

Food  Poisoning 

7 cases  occurred  in  the  month  of  April  and  were  confined  to 
two  families.  The  first  case  was  notified  as  suspected  Dysentery, 
but  bacteriological  examination  revealed  Salmonella  Typhimurium 
and  this  organism  was  isolated  from  each  of  the  other  cases.  The 
two  families  lived  in  different  parts  of  the  town  and  no  source 
could  be  found  for  the  infection.  The  first  notified  case  (girl 
of  5 years)  remained  a carrier  for  three  months. 

The  other  6 cases  were  considered  to  arise  from  the  consumption 
of  a processed  neat  loaf.  This  was  sold  in  small  quantities  from  a 71b. 
tin.  No  organism  was  isolated  from  the  neat  or  fqpm  the  patients. 


From  the  symptoms  it  was  considered  that  the  oause  was  a 
Bacteriol  Toxin.  No  proof  was  obtained  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  meat  became  involved. 

Measles  - The  age  distribution  of  cases  followed  the  usual 
pattern.  There  were  no  fatal  cases  and  no  serious 
complications  were  reported. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

The  following  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year:- 


110  children  under  school  age. 

8 school  children 

53  children  received  a "reinforcing”  injection. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  Januaiy  of  this  year  the  Scheme  was  extended  to  allow 
General  Practitioners  to  give  poliomyelitis  injections,  and  in 
May  the  Scheme  was  further  extended  to  include  children  born 
between  the  years  1955  and  1956. 

269  children  received  two  injections  during  the  year.
